Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-3,5,6,8,11 -1 3,15,1 6,18, 21 and 24-28 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Brown et al. 6,172,154 or Brown et al. 6,291,572. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1-13, 15, 16, 18, 19 and 21-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Brown et al. 6,172,154 or Brown et al. 6,291,572. 

5. Both references have been described already in the previous Office action. The 
rejections are maintained in view of the "Response to Arguments" below. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 12/9/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant is arguing that neither of the cited references shows the blend of 
the claimed two additives with the elastomer and the filler, but they are presented as 
alternatives only. However, this is not the case. Brown et al. ('154) in claim 11 and 
Brown et al. ('572) in claim 32 clearly state "the composition... further comprising a 
silane coupling agent". See also column 4, lines 5-15 and column 10, lines 1-7 of the 
('154) patent and column 4, lines 46-57 and the paragraph overlapping columns 12 and 
13 of the ('572) patent. The rejections stand.
